sent out in mass formations from var- 
ious bases in waves against the enemy 
naval forces.

von Papcn, German ambassador to 
Turkey who is enroutc to a conference 
with the Fuerher.

On June U, 1940, the day Paris fell 


before the oncoming German barbar- 
ians, I wrote a critical editorial on 
American government. I keep reading 
pieces in the 
press 
today about 


"Wake Up America—It Is Late." 


But how late you may not really 


know—until you recall that this edi- 
torial was written nearly two years 
ago, and until you measure how litlle 
our governments internal policy has 
changed despite its constanl warnings 
that we are in danger abroad. 


Here is that Star editorial of two 


years ago—June 14, 1940: 


Collapse of France 
Nations Lose From the Inside 
Exactly five weeks from the day 


the Germans starled Ihcir "lolal 
war" Paris is caplured, France is 
hinling surrender—and it begins to 
look more like a French collapse 
than a German victory. It was Fri- 
day, May 10, that the Nazis invaded 
Holland. This is Friday, June 14— 
five weeks later—and the Germans 
arc in Paris. A world power like 
France isn'l conquered in five 
weeks—if it happens, it happens 
from the inside. And France today 
stands as a deadly warning to 
all citizens of every democratic 
country on earth. 


You need only recall the news- 


paper history of France since Ihc 
last war to understand what was 
going on behind the scenes in 
Paris. 


The French after 1918 were "top- 


dogs" in Europe. They had what 
was supposed to be the No. 1 
army of the world. They had a 
fleet second only to Britain's, in 
Europe. They had a gold reserve 
second only to Iho Uniled States' 
—and per capita France had act- 
ually more gold than anybody. 


And what did France do be- 


tween two world wars? Her people 
quarreled among themselves, class 
against class, industry against in- 
dustry, each seeing which could gel 
Ihc most out of the government. 


Cabinet afler cabinet rose and 


fell, crushed by the impossible 
task of asking government to take 
care of the people, when it is the 
people who have to take cure of 
government. 


France had millions of pension- 


ers, and those who did work for 
a living worked precious few 
hours. 


It was the way the French people 


wanted it—and Paris" was a plea- 
sant place to live . . . civilized 
people in a civilized land. 


And then the barbarians came. 
There is an ancient parallel you 


know about. Rome ruled the world 
for flOO years. But the Romans grew 
old and lazy and corrupt. They al- 
lowed their politicians to bribe the 
voters with free corn . . , And one 
day the barbarians came down— 
of all places!—out of this same 
Germany and 
took Rome and 


burned it and reduced the Romans 
to slaves. 


1 am tired of hearing these mod- 


ern Germans called "supermen." 


They put their pants on like oth- 


er men. History simply says of 
Old Rome: "The city had grown 
old and corrupt, and the barbarians 
came down out of the hills and 


British Sink 10 
Italian Ships in 
Mediterranean 


Submarine Attack 
Within Sight of 
Coast of Southern 
Italy 


LONDON — tfP)— British submarines 


striking with torpedoes and shell fire 
within sight of watchers on the coasl 
of Italy and her Albania vassal state 
have sunk two Italian 
submarines, 


two supply ships, G schooners and a 
troop-jammed motor ship, the admiral- 
ty announced Monday. 


The blows to Italy's sea lanes ham- 


mered home at approaches to the 
Strait of Messina, between the south- 
ern tip of Italy and Scicily, under 
machinegun fire from Italy's southeas 
coast and under artillery fire from 
Albanian coastal batteries. 


The admiralty did not specify the 


time of these operations. Neither was 
there any mention of British losses'. 


The Italian submarines, both sunk 


in southern Italian waters, were iden- 
tified by the admiralty as the new 
Ammiraglio Millo and one of the Ar- 
gonauta class. 


The Ammiraglio Millo, a 288 foot, 
,461 ton craft, was completed since 
he start of the war as one of the 
lewcst and largest ships fo II Duce's 
undersea fleet. 


The Argonauta class craft was one 


of seven ships built from 1931 to 1932. 
Submarines of this class are about 
200 feet long and range from 599 
to 778 tons. 


Three times during the attack Ital- 
an shore fire and airplanes inter- 
lered with attempts by British sub- 
marines to pick up survivors, the ad- 
miralty said.

Tiorsey McRae, Sr. chairman ..of the 
•lempstead County Rationing Board, 
ssued an urgent appeal to the public 
Monday for understanding coopera- 
ion in "a situation that^ is very em- 
jarrassing as well as serious in the 
•ationing of the different commodities 
which has been placed in our hands." 


His statement placed special empha^ 


ihasis on the tire rationing program, 
declaring that there arc now insuf- 
icient tires and retreading certificates 
allotted to the board to take care 
of many of the most essential war- 
,ime requirements in the country. 


"There 
are some people in our 


county," he said, "who seem to be 
under the impression that we have 
an unlimited number of tires to ra- 
tion, that for some unknown reason 
we are holding back or penalizing 
certain individuals or groups. Such is 
definitely not the case. 


"We have in Hempstead 
county 


44 truck and 15 passenger car tires anc 
13 retreading and recapping certifi- 
cates per month based on our Marcl 
quota. This aggregate is all that we 
have to take care of the needs ir 
our county. When you try to re 
concile this quota with the great num 
her of commercial vehicles in tin 
county it can readily be seen ho\v 
serious our situation is.

STIBNITE, Idaho-It Stibnito looks 


like a ghost town to a tenderfoor it's 
because all the miners are down in 
the earth getting out tungsten. 


You ma ynot know it, stranger, but 


this mountain village away up in the 
everlasting hills of Idaho is aiming to 
produce one-fourth of the nation's 
requirements of that vital defense 
metal by June. 


It takes hard men to produce hard 


metal so tough it's used for cutting 
tools, armor plate, guns and pro- 
jectiles. 


These men at Stibnito are so hard 


they're hauling out ore concentrate 
over a back-breaking road that men 
of weaker fiber said couldn't be kept 
open. 


The snow is four feet deep on the 


level, if you can find any level spot. 
Two men froze to death in the area 
this winter. 


Before the Bradley Mining Co., a 


San Francisco concern, got its winter 
operations underway the skeptics said 
a new road would have to be built, 
a road that would cost $1,000,000. 


It's 80 miles from Stibnite to the 


railroad at Cascade, in Idaho's moun- 
tainous and misnamed Valley country 
that's still away up in the air. About 
30 tons of metal comes out over that 
80 miles every day. 


By June the company expects to 


double its output, have 250 or 300 
men working instead of 150 and get 
out 200,000 units of tungsten concen- 
trate per month. That's about 240,000 
pounds of tungsten ore.

This practice has enabled thc in- 


dustry engineers to overcome many 
technical problems wholly different 
from those encountered in the rou- 
tine of developing annual new auto- 
mobile models.

HARTFORD, Conn. — (/P) — Gov. 


Robert A. Hurley protested today to 
President Roosevelt against what he 
charged was an unpublicized and "ut- 
terly undemocratic" method of making 
Army commissions available to certain 
youths, who

and combatant service."

Thurmon Arnold 


' Soys Country Is 


in Their Grasp 


WASHINGTON-^)—Attacking or- 


ganized labor in terms seldom, if ever, 
used by a New Deal official, Thurman 
Arnold, assistant attorney general, ac- 
cused the unions over the week-end 
of a long list of misdeeds which he 
asserted were preventing efficient use 
of men and machines and hampering 
distribution of civilian necessities. 


He charged organized labor wilh 


injuring or destroying independent 
business men, and holding farmers 
and consumers "at its mercy," of im- 
peding distribution of housing and 
food, and of "undemocratic proce- 
dures" within itself. 


On the witness stand of the House 


Judiciary Committee, Arnold said a 
pending bill to require registration 
of labor unions was inadequate to 
protect the public from the practices 
which he alleged. "No other group in 
our society" could do anything like 
the things of which he complained 
and escaped punishment, he said. 


"Today, under federal law, there is 


no right of the farmer which labor 
s bound to respect, there is no right 
of the consumer which labor is bound 
o respect, and there is no right of 
he small business man which labor is 
round to respect," he asserted. 


Arnold said all three groups were 


'entirely subject to the will of the 
,abor union. 
"People complain to 


us and we have to say to them that 
;here is nothing we can do." Arnold 
,s in charge of anti-trust prosecu- 
tions for the Justice Department. 


He said state'laws did not meet the 


situation; even if an employer was 
successful in obtaining an injunclion 
against a labor organization, the labor

This question was 
answered at a meeting of the Vic- 
tory Garden Committee of the Chi- 
cago Metropolitan Defense Area by 
James A. Young, executive secre- 
tary of the American Seed, Trade 
Association in a very positive man- 
ner. 


"You have only to go to the place 


where you usually buy your garden 
seeds in order to learn that any- 
thing you ask for is available," he 
said. "In a great majority of cases 
not even the prices have advanced 
for the quantities which are pur- 
chased by home gUrdeners." 


The meeting at which this assur- 


ance was given by Mr. Young had 
been called by George T. Donoghue, 
who has been placed in charge of 
the Victory Garden campaign for 
the Office of Civilian Defense of the 
Chicago Metropolitan Defense dis- 
trict, which includes the city and 
much adjoining territory. 


"The garden seed trade is ac- 


customed to carry large reserves of 
!>eed," said Mr. Young. "There is 
always the possibility of a crop fail- 
ure, and to protect the country from 
a food shortage in such event, the 
Uadc usually has en band enough 


to supply a one-year demand even 
though none were grown at all. 


"This custom has proved a real 


protection under the conditions now 
prevailing. There were partial crop 
failures in some things, while our 
usual sources of supply for other 
varieties were shut off by war. With- 
out any assistance from the gov- 
ernment, the seed growers of the 
country have made extraordinary 
efforts to overcome all handicaps, 
and I take great pride in reporting 
that after providing large quanti- 
ties of seeds for export to our al- 
lies, there will be plenty left to 
plant Victory Gardens and grow 
Food for Freedom.
